The Great War taught the world the futility of war Those nations 
which started and lost the war are prostrate, while those which in honor were 
forced to engage in the struggle and who won the war are doomed to struggle 
along under burdens of debt and obligations which it will require several! 
fenerations to pay And, after all, what did the Great War really achieve 
for the benefit of marmkind? Nothing, unless it be that at long last the 
human family has learned the fullity of war, and the absurdity of trying to 
maintain peace by ths making of feverish and gigantic preparations for wat 
The creation of the League of Natior the establishment of an International 
Court of Justice, and the signing of disarmament treatle all seem to indi 
cate that the lesson has been learned 

But while statesmen, capitalists, and labor are all agreed that war is a 
curse and tha’ no effort must left untried which will prevent a recurrence 
of the catactrophe which overtook the world in 1914, each and all of these 
three main groups in the indua ial world seem content that the age-long 
struggle between capital and labor, employer and employee, shall continue 


to be waged with the crude d obvolete trike” as the chief weapon Yet, 
surely in this presumably enlightens century, and with all the experiences 
of the past as a guide, the able leaders in the political and industrial life of 
the world mu realize, and do realize, the utter futility of “strikes” as a 
means of obtaining redre of grievances and the accomplishment of perman 
ent refort 

Take the outstanding example of the use of the “strike” weapon 
Last Spring | o vsisands of coal miners in the United States went 
on strike in o1 entoree their demands In a controver with the mine 
owners and operator to the rights and wrongs of the dispute we are 
not, so far as this article is concerned, in any way interested Needless to 
fay the right Is not all on one side and the wrong on the other But for 
fiv months now betwene half and three-quarters of a million men have been 
living in idlene in itself, a national calamity because of the injurious e 
fects on character and the ivevilable development of shiftlessne and othet 
bad habit 

For five months no ize cheques have been coming in to support these 
men and their families probal a total of more than two million souls, and 
provide them with the comforts and decencies of life They have had to 
depend on the meagre doles of rike” pay out of Union funds and which had 
been deducted from theiy income in previous years In the final analysi 
therefore, these five months have been worse than absolutely lost to these 
hun ds of thousands of people 

The mine owners have suffered through deterloration of their properties 

nnd machinery, and through loss of profits on operation, but their loss has 
been small compared with that of their striking employees because the coal 
still remains in the ground to be mined at some future date and sold, in all 
probability, at a higher price because of the shortage created by nearly half a 
year of non-production 

Countle thousands of ether workers have been forced to work on short 
time because of lack of sufficlent fuel to keep the industries and factories in 


which they were employed operating full time. Railways have been forced to 
reduce the number of trains in operation and schedules have been lowered 
Ocean going vessels have been compelled to carry suflictent coal from foreign 


ports to enable them to make the return voyage because they could not get 
coal at American port And now, with winter approaching and surplus 
stocks of coal rapidly disappearing, the people of the North American contin 
ent are fact to face with the problem, not merely of keeping the wheels of 
tndustry revolving, but of actually keeping themselves from freezing to death 
tn the months to come such coal as may be available will sell, it is feared, 
at an almost prohibitive price 

There are many other losses to be charged up against this “strike,” as 
for example, the lo of busine to merchants everywhere in the mining 
tecions because of the loss to the State resulting from the necessity of main 
taining Increased forees of police and military to maintain order when tens of 
thousands of people are living in idleness and suffering from a sense of 
wrong and injustice 

And what can possibly be written eventually on the other side of the 
ledger to offset these enormous losses? The strike will be settled sooner or 


ater, and almost certainly in a compromise of some kind That compromise 
could just as well have been reached in a conterence by arbitration before 
the strike as now after months of suffering and los Even should one side 
fain everything for which they are holding out, that gain will not begin to! 
compensate tor the lo 

Industrial war waged through “strikes” Is just as senseless, just as futile, 
as war waged between nation tjoth bring suffering, sorrow and loss in 
their train, and practically no gain But capital and labor both remain blind 
to Unis fact; each refuses to see any side but thelr own And statesmen 
remain timid and fearful and apparently have not the courage to grapple with 
the iorny problem and provide by law some method which will prevent fur 
ther repetitions of thi ame folly It must be ended eventually, but appar 
ently it is going to take some industrial upheavel comparable only to the 
Ureat War to bring the peoples of the world to their senses, and cause “the 
public’ to rise in thel might and say “this thing has got to stop.”

Away in 1924 


Dr. David Todd, Emeritus Profes- 
sor of Astronomy and Navigation at 
Amherst College, is planning to take 
a moving picture of Mars. Mr. Todd 
is collecting the instruments required 
and will shortly proceed to Fort Char. 
lotte, Nassau, in the Bahamas, where 
his experiments will be conducted. 

In 1924 Mars will be nearer to the 
earth than {t has been for 500 years, 
and according to astronomical calcu 
lations, will be nearer than for the 
next 600 years. Therefore all stu- 
dents of astronomical science are an 
xious to become as well acquainted | 
with this vast planét as possible. | 

Ordinarily Mars is fifty-three mil- 
lion miles from the earth, in August, 
1924 she will be comparatively close, 
and only thirty-four million miles dis | 
tant.
